"Immigration to Canada," says a 
GofemmMt reporti Just published at 
Ottawa, "la thp^cruclal economic fac- 
tor in the progress of the Dominion. " 
The reaaon for this is that "every 
financial reqjonsibility that has been 
asiumed for tba development of Can. 
ada, whether In pledslng -public credit 
foi' railways, or for civic expansion, 
or for industrial enterprises, has been 
assumed In expectation of a greater 
increase of population than the nat- 
ural increase." The risk 'In such a 
Ijol'.cy is well shown by the discrep- 
nncy of three-quarters oi a million 
people between the estimated and the 
ascertained population of 1911. It U 
thla diacrepanoy, in fact, that has 
broufht the problem of Canadian Im- 
migration sharply to the fore. The 
Dominion has long been dependent 
on Us settlers from the outside. In 
the; language of the report, the ex- 
pânsiqn of Modern Çaiiiada is the ex- 
pansion of ïmmigratlipo,. j^No ..oth^er. 
country has, relatively, inch a record 
of assimilation o^ non-native peoples 
as Canada.'* . How warmly she wel- 
comes them may be seen in her llbi' 
eral natiirali'zatton laws, which give to 
any alien who takes the oath, full 
rights of citizenship after three years 
residence. The Dominion is thus in 
a position which the Vnlted States 
occupied ' for the first seventy-five 
years of her existence. The differ- 
ence is that our problem was never 
acute ^economically, although serious 
enough r'polltically, partly because we 
could not have mortgaged the future 
if we bad wished, and partly because 
it wis seldom necessary to urge aliens 
to take advantage of the obvious op- 
portunities -in this land. - 

Canada, however, cannot wait for 
the foreigner to make up his mind.

CHOOSING A COURSE.. 

We wonder how many students, when they graduate, feel 
thoroughly satisfied with the course of studies they have follow- 
ed during their years at college. We are not here referring to 
the quality or quantity of the leaniing provided by the instruc- 
tors, hut to the choice exercised by the undergraduate when he 
:s called upon to pick certain subjects upon which he is to place 
bpeeia! emphasis. 

In the case of students of Medicine, the question is to a great 
«xttnt simplified, since most of the men who enter that faculty 
seem to have had predilections for such work from their earliest 
dsij's. Besides, the work, which becomes more and more of a 
practical nature, absorbs the attention of the learner ahnost in 
«pite of himself, and there are not many men who graduate in 
Medicine who do not intend to practice in the near future. 

When we come to Science, a certain difficulty presents itself. 
Several courses of instruction are offered to the student, and 
there is always a possibility that he will make a mistake in select- 
ing the one for which he is most suited. It is in Arts, however, 
tliat the chief opportunity arises for making a wrong choice. In 
this faculty a man may select as his coui-se of study Economics 
or History, and then after a couple of years' close application to 
it realize that some other subject would have proved far more 
coBfenial to him. . 

This state of affairs seems hard to remedy, for the individu- 
ality of the students niust be taken into consideration, and any- 
thing like mapping out a man's course for him mthout his full 
consent would be an attempt doomed to failure. Still, some- 
tliing like an advisory board fonned from amongst the members 
or the teaching staff, which would be able to take young men in 
hand, and after obtaining some knowledge of their plans for a 
career after leaving college, to show them which courses would 
he the most beneficial under the circumstances.

New Thought and Christian Science 
Movements, which aimed at healing 
man's physical self, by the belief that 
maladies are purely imaginary. The 
writer dealt with the great fallacies 
which exist in the claims ot these 
Movements, In that they believe that 
mind only exists, and that matter is 
purely an imaginative fancy of the 
mind. He expressed the earnest con- 
vlct'.on that all the faith and hope In 
the world would not cure him 'of an 
attack of appendicitis. Mrd. Eddy 
says, in her book, "Science and 
Health," that, when a man swallows 
poison, it is only a majority of hu- 
maa belief that causes his death. "You 
say a boll Is painful, but that is !m- 
j possible. Tha boll simply manifests 
I a belief in pain, and the belief Is call- 
ed a boil." 

It is interesting to note that Mrs. 
Eddy herself died of pneumonia, de- 
spite all the efforts of Christian Sci- 
ence healers. "Mind," evidently, was 
Inefficacious. 

Sperber dealt with the theory ot the 
"subliminal self" a.p adduced b^ Fred- 
erick Meyers. The subliminal self is 
said to contain not only tho record of 
unheeded past Impressions, a latent 
memory, but also has activities and 
faculties far transcending the range 
ot our conscious self. This theory 
Is a very good explanation of dream- 
I phenomena. The writer advanced 
'the theory that probably this sublim- 
inal self pointed to an existence be- 
fore our birth, and that, shortly after 
we come into this world, we forget 
all our previous knowledge.

(Continued from Fase 1) 
With her. promptness ia one of the 
elemenis ol the problem. Where 
shell sh« loeï for inunicr&n**? Slv 
lis receiving them from the sources 
I she retarda as highly satlsfactoiT— 
I the Brittsh Isles and the V. S. This 
double Biream kneads quickly Inio Ca- 
jnadian uaUonal life. Each pan of 
j it is deaired. The Americans, main- 
ly farmers, accustomed to prairie life, 
KO West, where their experience and 
ready adaptabll'ty are invaluable. Such 
Is the compilmentarj phraseology of 
I the report. The Britishers, largely 
i wage-earners, scatter over the entire 
; Dominion. The problem Is conse- 
quently two-fold. To maintain the 
flow to the Western Provinces, and 
to increase it in the eastern. This 
would mean specific encouragement 
of Britisb emigration, a policy that is 
enforced by political consideration. 
This political factor has been formal- 
i I y recognized in the Canadian House 
I of Commons, where a former Cabinet 
i Minister declared it "good policy to 
have the bulk' of your Immigration 
i from the British leles." The occn- 
'sional spread-caslo utterances of 
^ promincni American politicians are 
I hardly calculated to diminish this 
j feeling. Canada's plain coiirse, then, 
I is to expand her immigration from 
{ Ureal Britain, which, owing to rela- 
tive pressure of population, means 
not Scotland or Ireland, but England. 

At the beginning of the Century, 
only' 20% of British emigration was 
{ going to British countries.^ In a doz- 
en years that proportion has risen to 
807é, with Canada harine become the 
chief hope of British statesmen in that 
regard. On the other hand, within the 
last year. Frenchmen have been offi- 
cially warned by their Minister of In- 
dustiTT against emigrating to the Do- 
minion. The need (or strengtheniug 
tho ties that bind Canada to the 
Mother Country ia shown by the con- 
trast that is drawn between the feel-j 
ing of the Englishmen in Canada and 
in Australia. In Australia, he finds 
the'pMTailing accent is that of his 
own dear London. He hears England 
freely spoken of as "home." He 
finds no large element of republicans. 
In Canada a different spirit prevails. 
Loyalty is mixed with independence. 
Canada needs Eniland, bnt'alie will 
not cease being Canada on any terms. 
It is evident that the difficulUes of 
her immigration problem are not 
small. The frank and thorough way 
she is facing them, however, is the 
best means of bringing that day which 
Lord Grey predicted, when Canada 
will lie the centre of the Empire, the 
.leader of tho Britannic nations. Not- 
wtthsunding the re«uiations for the; 
restrictions of immigration from the 
I Orient, certain classes of Immigrants, 
■ iu particular British Last Indians, 
; were being induced lo come to Can- 
lada under circumstances which may 
'necessitate a refusal of their admia- 
I Hi un to our shores. 
I Experience has shown that imml* 
j gratlon of this class, having been ac- 
customed to the conditions of a tropical 
climate, are wholly unsulted to this 
country, and that their inability to 
readily adapt themselves to the sur- 
roundings .80 entirely different. In. 
\ evitably brings upon them much suf- 
fering and privation; also, ihat were 
such iminicration allowed to reach 
any considerable dimensioni, it would 
result in a aerioui disturbaaee to in- 
dustrial and economic conditions in 
portions of the Domdnlon, and etpe- 
daily in th« Freriaoo of Britiah Co- 
lumbia. Such an etfeotlre reatrie. 
tion of imnUfratioB ia dee Irable, there* 
(ore, not less in the interest of the 
East Indians themselves, than in the 
Interests of the Canada people. More- 
over, the whole subject of Oriental 
Immigration is one of first concern to 
Canada, and affecting, as it does, the 
relations of the Dominion with for- 
eign powers, and the relations of our 
people with fellow-British subjects to 
India, Involves considerationa of the 
highest importance, not only to Can- 
ada, but to the British Empire as a 
whole. Then, it Is desirable that on 
this important question there should 
be as comploté an exchange of views 
between the authorities of Oreat Bri- 
tain and Canada as may be possible, 
and in reference to it there should be 
a complete understanding between the 
governments ot the two countries.
